TOWN  OF  GORHAM 

STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Gorham  in  the  County  of  Coos,  in  said 
state,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  the  Municipal  Hall  on  Tuesday,  the 
thirteenth  of  March  next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects  by  written  ballots: 

Polls  will  be  open  from  9:00  A.M.  to  6:00  P.M.  for  balloting.   The 
business  meeting  will  be  held  at  7:30  P.M.  to  act  upon  the  remaining  articles 
at  the  Gorham  Municipal  Building. 

ARTICLE  1.   To  elect  one  selectman  for  three  years  and  choose  all  other 
necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year(s).   (On  the  Ballot) 

ARTICLE  2.   To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  on  the  following 
question:   "Do  you  favor  the  continuation  of  the  town  manager  plan  as  now 
in  force  in  this  town?"   (On  the  ballot  by  petition.  ) 

ARTICLE  3.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
additional  sum  of  $435,000.  for  the  sewerage  and  sewage  treatment  facilities 
described  in  Article  1  of  the  Warrant  for  the  November  3,  1975  Special  Town 
Meeting,  said  sum  to  be  used  together  with  that  appropriated  under  that  article, 
and  to  raise  said  additional  appropriation  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes 
of  the  Town  under  and ' in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal 
Finance  Act. 

ARTICLE  4.   To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  General  Government. 

ARTICLE  5.   To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  Protection  of  Persons  &  Property. 

ARTICLE  6.   To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  Health. 

ARTICLE  7.   To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  Highways  &  Bridges  and  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  and  use  as  an  off-set  against  said  appro- 
priation the  sum  of  $6,789.  from  the  Anti-Recession  Fiscal  Assistance  Funds 
received  by  the  Town  under  the  provisions  of  Title  II  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972. 

ARTICLE  8.   To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  the  Public  Library. 

ARTICLE  9.   To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  - 
for  the  Public  Welfare. 

ARTICLE  10.   To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  Patriotic  Purposes. 

ARTICLE  11.   To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  Recreation  Purposes,  including  Skating  Rinks  and  Ski  Tow. 

ARTICLE  12.   To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  Parks  and  Playgrounds. 


ARTICLE  13.   To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  the  Water  and  Sewer  Department. 

ARTICLE  14.   To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  Other  Public  Services  Purposes. 

ARTICLE  15.   To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  Interest  Payments. 

ARTICLE  16.   To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  Payments  of  Notes  and  Bonds. 

ARTICLE  17.   To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  the  purpose  of  Covering  Sugar  Hill  Reservoir.  (Submitted  without  recommend- 
ation ) 

ARTICLE  18.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  give  permission  to  use  the 
balance  of  money  left  in  Cleaning  Sugar  Hill  Reservoir  account  towards  the 
engineering  costs  of  Covering  Sugar  Hill  Reservoir. 

ARTICLE  19.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  an 
additional  $14,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  land  from  the  Canadian  National 
Railways  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  said  sum  for  this  purpose  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972. 

ARTICLE  20.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $6,000.00  for  a  Police  Cruiser  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  said 
sum  for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972. 

ARTICLE  21.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $13,5  00.  for  an  Ambulance  Chassis  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  said 
sum  for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972. 

ARTICLE  22.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $7,900.  for  purchasing  a  Pickup  Truck  for  the  Water  &  Sewer  Department 
and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  said  sum  from  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established 
under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972. 

ARTICLE  23.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,741.  for  Recreation  Specials. 

ARTICLE  24.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,500.  for  Fencing  on  the  Common  and  to  apply  for  matching  funds. 

ARTICLE  25.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $7,600.  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  vehicle  for  the  Recreation  Department 
and  to  dispose  of  the  present  old  van. 

ARTICLE  26.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $15,000.  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  drainage  on  Wilfred  Street. 

ARTICLE  27.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $8,910,  for  paving  on  Brook  Road  and  the  balance  of  Libby  Drive  and  to 
use  the  Additional  Highway  Subsidy  funds  for  this  purpose. 

ARTICLE  28.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $r8,000.  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  Moose  River  Water  Line  Crossing. 

ARTICLE  29.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pave  Candy  Lane.   (By  petition- 
no  money  recommended  by  Budget  Committee. ) 


ARTICLE  30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  require  the  Selectmen  to 
establish  and  adopt  standards  that  all  streets  and  roads,  including  extensions 
of  existing  streets  and  roads,  must  meet  before  being  presented  to  the  town  for 
acceptance  as  town  ways.  These  standards  must  meet  or  exceed  those  provided  by 
a  three-page  publication  entitled  "New  Hampshire  Department  of  Public  Works  and 
Highways  Suggested  Minimum  Design  Standards  for  Rural  Subdivision  Streets" 
except,  that  gravel  surfaces  (item  #15)  shall  not  be  allowed.   Standards  are  to 
be  placed  in  force  no  later  than  July  1,  1979.   (By  petition) 

ARTICLE  31.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  repair  Jimtown  Road  adjacent 
to  the  Girl  Scout  Camp  by  correcting  two  dangerous  curves  for  the  amount  of 
$15,000.   (By  petition  -  no  money  recommended  by  Budget  Committee) 

ARTICLE  32.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  assume  responsibility  for 
the  road  named  Bangor  Street  Extension  for  purposes  of  maintenance  and  services 
including  the  plowing  of  snow.   (By  petition) 

ARTICLE  33.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  change  the  name  of  the 
account  from  Development  of  New  Dumpsite  to  Waste  Disposal  Facilities  Develop- 
ment.  Money  was  raised  in  previous  years. 

ARTICLE  34.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $300.  for  Alpha  House. 

ARTICLE  35.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  sell,  by  sealed  bids,  the 
town  property  known  as  the  Hunt  House  at  8  Broadway. 

ARTICLE  36.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
sell  land  located  west  of  the  Holy  Family  Cemetery  to  the  Holy  Family  Church 
for  a  token  payment  including  their  assuming  responsibility  for  legal  fees 
and  expenses  incurred  by  the  transaction.   Land  formerly  owned  by  Alpine 
Aquaduct  Co.  and  now  owned  by  the  Town.  (Volume  457,  page  321,  Coos  County 
Registry  of  Deeds.   Tax  map  U-4,  Lot  43.) 

ARTICLE  37.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  provide  police  coverage  for 
the  annual  Fourth  of  July  observance  including  parade,  fireworks  and  carnival 
on  the  Gorham  Common,  as  conducted  by  Dupont-Holmes  Post  82'^  American  Legion, 
without  charging  the  American  Legion  for  the  cost  of  such  police  coverage,  and 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  include  the  extra  cost  of  such  coverage  in  the 
budget  for  the  Police  Department  or  by  such  other  transfer  of  funds  for  the 
Protection  of  Persons  and  Property  as  they  may  deem  expedient.   (By  petition  - 
not  recommended  by  Budget  Committee) 

ARTICLE  38.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
hire  money  on  temporary  notes  in  anticipation  of  taxes  covering  the  period 
from  March  13,  1979  to  the  Annual  Meeting  in  1980. 

ARTICLE  39.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Selectmen  to  apply 
for  and  accept  any  Government  money  during  March  1979  to  March  1980  and  take 
any  action  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  40.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
sell  any  property  bought  at  any  tax  sale;  or  to  which  the  town  holds  title  by 
deed,  not  used  for  municipal  purposes. 

ARTICLE  41.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
dispose  of  surplus  miscellaneous  town  equipment  with  property  having  reasonable 
value  in  excess  of  $200.  to  be  sold  at  public  sale  unless  used  for  trade-in. 

ARTICLE  42.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  collector  of 
taxes  to  accept  payments  in  prepayments  of  taxes  after  April  First  in  sums  of 
not  less  than  ten  dollars  or  in  any  sum  divisible  by  ten  dollars,  as  provided 
by  Chapter  80: 5 2- a  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated. 


ARTICLE  43.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  plow,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Selectmen,  such  streets  and  roadways  that  have  not  been  accepted  by  the  town 
provided  that  such  streets  and  roadways  are  maintained  in  a  condition  that 
will  not  damage  the  plowing  equipment. 

ARTICLE  44.   To  hear  reports  of  Town  officers,  agents,  committees  hereto- 
fore chosen,  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  45.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
the  Meeting.

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REPORT  OF  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 


The  Gorham  Budget  Committee  held  its  organizational  meeting 
on  May  9,  1978,  at  the  Town  Hall,  electing  Lee  Carroll  Chairman 
and  Elsa  Sanborn  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Committee  held  meetings  for  quarterly  review  of 
municipal  and  school  district  expenditures  to  date  on  May  9i 
August  15,  and  November  14,  1979. 

Meetings  on  January  2,  k   and  9,    1979.  at  which  proposed 
municipal  budgets  for  1979  and  school  district  budget  for  1979- 
1980  were  presented  to  the  Comm.ittee,  were  duly  advertised  to 
the  public .   Regular  meetings  for  consideration  of  proposed 
budgets  were  held  on  January  11,  I6,  18,  23.  30.  February  1, 
6,  and  8,  1979- 

Public  hearings  were  held  on  January  9.  1979.  for  receipt 
of  voters'  suggestions  for  use  of  Revenue  Sharing  funds,  and  on 
February  8,  1979.  for  presentation  of  the  Committee's  recommenda- 
tions to  the  voters. 

The  proposed  municipal  budget  for  1979.  including  three 
petition  items,  is  $  1,326,296.   The  Budget  Committee  recommends 
reductions  of  $  137,024;   the  balance  of  $  1,189,272  is  recom- 
mended with  $  11,000  contingent  on  retaining  the  Town  Manager 
form  of  government  and  $  I5.OOO  contingent  on  purchase  of  the 
Canadian  National  Railroad  land.   The  Budget  Committee  recommends 
the  $  435,000  requested  increase  in  bonding  authorization  for  the 
sewer  project  and  sends  to  the  voters  without  recommendation  the 
$  125,000  request  for  covering  the  Sugar  Hill  Reservoir. 

The  proposed  school  district  budget  for  1979-1980  is 
$  1,455,063.05.   The  Committee  recommends  reductions  of  $  26,947-70; 
the  balance  of  $1,428,115.35  is  recommended  with  $  13,091.47 
contingent  on  requirement  by  law  for  Workmen's  Compensation. 

The  Budget  Committee  thanks  the  municipal  and  school 
personnel  who  prepared  these  budgets  and  provided  valuable  help 
in  explaining  them.

The  enjoyment  by  some  130  was  a  'fun  for  all'  night  at  the  Halloween  Party  which 
showed  the  creativity  of  all  with  no  two  costumes  the  same. 

Since  the  fall,  the  women  have  been  shown  the  benefit  and  fun  of  Aerobic  Dancing 
and  have  had  enjoyment  with  -/clleyball  and  success  with  an  exercise  class.   The  men, 
since  the  fall,  have  been  having  their  exercise  and  enjoyment  with  basketball,  vol- 
leyball, and  broom  hockey. 

This  winter, 'the  girls  as  well  as  the  boys  have  played  basketball  at  the  Ed  Fenn 
School  ■gymnasium.   Along  with  this  winter's  elementary  programs,  there  has  been 
interest  shown  in  an  elementary  hockey  team  playing  games  at  Notre  Dame  Arena.   The 
High  School  boys  also  have  a  team  playing  neighborhood  teams.

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Report  of  Emergency  Medical  Services 


The  Androscoggin  District  Ambulance  Service  has  been  in  operation  for 
six  years.   This  last  year  has  brought  a  big  change  over  in  our  program. 
While  the  five  towns  still  belong  to  the  District,  they  now  consist  of  two 
separate  services  within  that  District.  Milan  and  Hummer  combined  to  make 
one  service  while  Gorham  runs  the  other  service  with  written  contracts 
covering  the  towns  of  Randolph  and  Shelbume.  Written  mutual  agreements 
on  backup  services  are  also  covered. 

This  separation  came  about  on  September  18,  1978  and  since  then  we 
have  had  a  new  face-lifting  on  our  vehicle  as  it  now  reads  "Town  of 
Gorham,  N.  H. "Ambulance."  We  have  purchased  twelve  new  portable  scanners 
and  at  the  end  of  1978  turned  back  the  sum  of  $3,565.78  unexpended  fvmds 
to  the  General  Fund. 

Ten  members  of  the  Gorham  Crew  gave  their  time  free  to  the  A.V.H. 
when  the  move  was  made  from  the  old  to  the  new  hospital.  During  the  year 
of  1978  the  crew  answered  147  local  calls,  39  transfers  and  had  7  cancel- 
lations for  a  total  of  193  calls. 

Many  thanks  to  all  volunteers  and  the  Police  Department  for  their 
time  and  much  needed  efforts  given  to  our  service  in  1978.

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Report  of  District  Forest  Fire  Chief 
and  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden 


For  more  than  oO  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the  State  of  fJew 
Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has  created  a  forest  fire  prevention 
and  suporession  proaram  that  is  recognized  as  superior  throughout  the  United 
States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  In  1u95,  the  state  and  local 
community  governments  have  worked  together  to  prevent  and  combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  2h3   forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  l.COO  deputy  wardens  are 
appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to  work  with  the  members  of 
the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  In  this  effort.   State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one- 
half  the  cost  of  forest  fire  suppression  costs  Incurred  by  local  forest  fire 
organizations,  within  pay  rates  established  by  the  Governor  and  Council.   State 
funds  matched  by  local  funds  are  used  to  purchase  hand  tools  to  suppress  forest 
fires,  to  train  local  forest  fire  crews  and  In  forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  is  permitted 
only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  your  local  Forest  Fire  Vfarden. 
Penalty  for  burning  without  a  permit  when  one  Is  required  is  a  misderaeanor 
punishable  by  a  fine  up  to  $1,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one  year  or  both.

Report  of  the  Gorham  District  Court  for  period  from  August  1, 
1977  to  December  27,  1978. 

This  report  covers  a  period  of  17  months  due  to  the  change 
of  the  Court  year  back  to  the  calendar  year  by  the  Judicial 
Council.    This  change  should  have  been  made  on  the  last 
annual  report,  but  the  Judicial  Council  did  not  notify  the 
courts  of  the  change  until  in  March  of  1978,  their  decision 
on  the  matter  being  made  in  September  of  1977. 

The  Judicial  Council,  along  with  the  Legislature  have  made 
numberous  changes  during  the  past  year,  most  of  them  increasing 
the  work  load  for  the  clerks.     The  penalty  assessment  which 
was  effective  September  1,  1977  requires  addition  records,  the 
total  amount  to  the  State  Treasurer  for  16  months  amounting  to 
$3,541.00.     A  second  change  was  keeping  a  record  of  all  cases 
entered  by  classifications  and  reporting  same  quarterly  to  the 
Judicial  Council.    The  most  drastic  is  the  change  of  the  Com- 
plaint form,  this  form  leaves  the  clerk  without  a  record  of 
fine  payments  to  both  the  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  and  the 
Fish  6  Game  Department  unless  the  clerk  initiates  another  re- 
cord for  same.    At  the  last  clerk's  association  meeting  they 
listened  to  several  hours  of  discussion  by  members  of  the  Judic- 
ial Council  on  the  use  of  a  standard  8igxll  sheet,  printed  on 
one  side  only  for  all  forms,  then  the  Judicial  Council  intro- 
duces the  new  complaint  form,  size  5h   x  9h,   printed  on  both 
sides  and  within  a  quarter  of  an  inch  from  the  edge  of  the 
sheet.    There  were  several  other  changes  which  do  not  affect 
to  any  great  extent  the  work  load. 

The  District  Court  came  in  existance  14  years  ago.    At  that 
time  the  Judge's  salary  was  set  at  a  minimum  of  $400.00  per 
100  cases  with  the  clerk's  salary,  being  a  percentage  of  the 
judge's  salary.     During  the-  last  l^t  years  there  has  been  no 
change  in  this  figure.    We  have  strong  doubts  if  there  is  an- 
other department  where  the  personnel  are  working  for  the  same 
rate  of  pay  they  were  receiving  14  years  ago.    For  several 
years  when  the  District  Court  first  was  operating,  the  select- 
men did  see  fit  to  set  the  salaries  approximately  20%  higher 
than  that  recommended  by  the  Judicial  Council,  but ^ for  the 
past  few  years  the  selectmen  have  been  using  the  minimum  a- 
mount  as  recommended  by  the  council  which  means  that  both  the 
Judge  and  clerk  have  been  receiving  less  for  their  work,  and 
are  being  required  to  do  more  work  than  they  were  14  years  ago.

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AMBULANCE  REPORT  PROM  SELECTMEN 

January  15,  1979 

Gail  DeLong  the  coordinator  from  the  State  EMS  on  settling  the  Ambulance 
District  Accoxmt  met  with  the  Selectmen  on  this  date  and  presented  them 
with  a  check  for  the  amount  of  $5 > 542.34.  This  was  one-half  share  with  the 
remaining  half  going  to  Milan-Dummer  Service.   This  was  equal  shares  of  the 
remaining  funds  left  in  the  checkbook  and  bankbook  as  of  December  1978.  This 
closed  out  the  financial  end  of  the  District.  We  still  remain  an  active 
member  able  to  obtain  grants. 

We  contacted  the  fimi  of  Upton,  Upton  &  Sanders  in  Concord  to  handle  the  case 
in  trying  to  obtain  declaratory  judgement  as  per  the  article  7  in  last  year's 
warrant.  While  the  case  was  waiting  to  come  before  the  court,  all  persons 
involved  in  the  five  towns  including  the  Ambulance  District  Board  members  at- 
tended a  meeting  at  Woodstock  on  June  28,  1978  in  hopes  it  could  be  settled. 
The  State  EMS  agreed  to  make  a  fair  separation  and  handle  all  negotiations 
necessary.   The  date  decided  upon  for  legal  separation  was  September  18,  1978. 

The  State  recommended  that  the  Milan-Dummer  Service  would  need  funds  to  carry 
them  through  until  March  Town  Meeting  in  1979  and  also  money  to  install  a  radio 
system.   This  amount  was  taken  out  before  the  cash  settlement  was  made. 

We  now  have  agreements  with  the  Towns  of  Randolph  and  Shelburne  covering  them 
with  o\ir  service  as  well  as  a  back-up  agreement  with  the  Milan-Dummer  Seirvice 
and  the  City  of  Berlin. 

We  feel  sure  the  people  of  this  town  would  prefer  the  sensible  settlement  out 
of  court  rather  than  a  costly  legal  battle  that  would  serve  no  piirpose  in  the 
end .
